activities of the institution. Reports 
show th at during the past school year 
6,313 
students 
took 
correspondence 
co u rses from the university.

co u rses are dissem inated from six dif 
fe re n t centers, m aking it possible to 
g a th e r the correspondence of certain 
localities into classes and brin g them 
into touch with the in stru cto r.

Oldham was injured in a run- 
I away accident and asked compensa­

The commission, after hearing the 
evidence, ruled that while ordinarily 
an employer is liable for injury to his 
employe only when such accident oc­ 
curs on the premises or employment, 
the employer also is lirihle for injury 
during transportation to or from the 
place of work, provided the employer 
gives his employe such transportation.

From the Lot Angelet Financial Newt 
Cost of Marketing Farm Produce 
In the current issue of Farm and Fireside a con­ 
tributor says that, under present methods of mar­ 
keting and distributing farm crops, it costs $7,000,- 
000,000 to get $6,000,000,000 worth of farm products 
to consumers. 
The shipping of farm products in 
carload lots and selling them straight from the car 
door to the consumer frequently offers a way out of 
this difficulty. Just how this may be done is demon­ 
strated by the experience of some Texas farmers 
described in part as follows: 
"When the farmers who compose the Winnsboro 
Truck and Fruit Growers’ Association of Winnsboro, 
Texas, harvested their 1012 sweet potato crop they 
found, as many other growers have found before, 
that all the marketing centers were overstocked 
with potatoes and 50 cents per bushel was the best 
price that reliable commission houses would offer, 
despite the fact that potatoes were then retailing 
at from $2 to $3 per bushel in these same cities. 
'"Fortunately, however, this association had an 
enterprising manager, who decided to quit the beaten 
track and plnce the potatoes of his growers directly 
into the hands of the consumer. 
“Some hundred miles to the west of Winnsboro 
lies the great ‘black land belt’ of Texas, which is 
ideally adapted to cotton-growing, but this black 
soil will not grow potatoes. 
The manager decided 
to market his potatoes there if he could only get 
in touch with the demand. 
After careful considera 
tion he sent a man directly into this territory to 
locate the demand. 
When a likely looking district 
w’as found, this representative of the truck growers 
would book advance orders for potatoes, and when 
enough were secured to insure the disposal of a 
carload the information was communicated to the 
home office and a car was promptly loaded and sent 
out. 
Then when the car arrived at its destination 
the potatoes were delivered direct from the car door 
to the buyers 


Tremendous Shipment of Gold 
When the North German Lloyd steamship Kron- 
princessin Cecilie sailed from New York for Liverpool, 
Cherbourg and Bremen Wednesday, she carried in her 
strong box the largest single gold shipment, viz: 
$10,600,000, ever forwarded from America to Europe. 
Of this great sum $6,000,000 was consigned to Lon­ 
don bankers and $4,6000,000 to Paris. 
On a previous 
voyage this vessel carried $10,000,000 of gold. 
The 
shipment of gold this year, fo which there have 
been three distinct ones, aggregates more than $115,- 
000,000 which breaks all known records. 
The first 
shipment began in January, when some $20,000,000 
was taken for Paris. 
In May began the second 
movement of about $40,000,000, the great bulk again 
helping to swell the contents of the vaults of the 
Bank of France and a part going to the Imperial 
Bank of Germany. The third and present movement 
was initiated last week, when the war clouds began 
to hover over Eastern Europe. 
The supply of gold 
bars of requisite fineness gave out this week and 
recourse was had to eagles and double eagles. 
Talking about the tremendous shipment of yel­ 
low metal abroad Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
says: 
''With a billion and nearly three hundred million 
dollars in gold coin and bullion stored in treasury 
vaults and about $600,000,000 more of coin in circula­ 
tion the United States has no cause for alarm over 
the tremendous shipments of gold from New York 
to war-clouded Europe. 
The country never was in 
a better position to send some of its millions abroad, 
and there is nothing to fear from the drain to meet 
European demands." 
Treasury officials point out also that while Europe 
Just now i* drawing upon America’s gold supply, it 
will be only a short time before 
the 
money 
will 
be coming back to pay for the vast quantities of 
food and supplies this country would be called upon 
to ship across the water. 


Britons Like Our Fruit 
That the opening of the Panama ('anal means en­ 
larged shipments of California fruits is shown by a 
report made by United States Consul Roger Tred- 
vvell, at Bristol, England, to tho State Department 
regarding possibilities of trade between Bristol and 
the Pacific Coast. 
Says Consul Tredwell: 
“California has been sending seedless oranges to 
England, which have been exceedingly satisfactory, 
as regards quality, and if it is possible to bring 
oranges to tills country at a greatly reduced rate of 
freight, there should be a heavy demand for them. 
As soon as regular shipments can be maintained 
and plenty of this fruit eau be provided at popular 
prices, Iii order to make it come within reach of 
the middle classes, a profitable trade can be built 
up. 
They have already been selling as low as four 
cents each. 
Oranges on this market come from 
Spain, Sicily. Palestine, Jaraica and some from the 
United States. 
Other fruits and vegetables which 
it is expected will be imported arc apples, nectarines 
and asparagus. 
"The quantity of dried fruit imported into Bristol 
in 1913 was not as heavy as the previous year, but 
on account of the number of countries from which 
supplies are drawn, each being dependent so much 
on climate conditions, the quantities available will 
always be irregular 
California evaporated fruits 
yearly increase In popularity, and the grading and 
packing of these fruits are suitable to the retail

Pasadena-Los Angeles Rapid Transit 
Pasadena Rapid Transit company which proposes 
to build an electric railway without grade crosslngi 
between the business centers of Pasadena and Loa 
Angeles has asked Pasadena to vote honda not to 
exceed $500,000 to finish buying the rlght-of way. Thle 
done, the company will then lease the land from the 
oily. will bond the road for $2,000,000 and equip it 
and when in 30 years the bonds have matured and 
been paid off the entire property, right-of-way, rail­ 
road and equipment, shall become the property of 
the city. Until the city is owner of the road it shall 
be paid interest on the $500,000 worth of bonds out 
of the earnings of the road.

Added to all this, there are loud 
recording telephones, searchlights of enormous pow­ 
er and signal guns on board. 
There are eighty- 
three lifeboats, capable of holding the entire com­ 
plement of passengers and crew; 
several motor­ 
boats, numerous life-buoys, and hundreds of life­ 
belts complete the life saving apparatus of this mod­ 
ern sea. colossus.
